poſſible, raiſe in a N—t—n, almoſt ſunk in Deſpair, a Spirit — not 
unbecoming that true Loyalty which is due to the BesT of Kinecs, 
but at the ſame Time not poſſible to be withſtood even by the 
Iealth, the Intereſt, or the Arts of the moſt powerful Criminal, 
while a Spark of LI BERT remains wnextinguiſhed in the Breaſts of 
ENGLISHMEN. The Reputation of the Author is ſuperior to the 
Imputation of Vanity, that concomitant Symptom of an almoſt 
epidemical Diſeaſe—the Cacoethes Scribendi; the Integrity of the 
Author, impervious to the Rays of miniſterial Sunſhine. To be ſub- 
ſervient to a Party is, in Bit Opinion, the baſe Office of a Slave; 
becauſe the Eye of Party ſees nothing but quite whzte or quite black, 
obſerves no Degrees between them, and can diſtinguiſh no middle 
Colour that partakes of both. To pleaſe or diſpleaſe any Party, 
therefore, was not the End of the Author. As a Proof of his 
Inpartiality, he has ſtigmatized the Heads of all Parties, from a 
Conviction that the Fever of Party, that Lues Britannica, if not 
foon remedied, like CoxRuPT1oN, cannot otherwiſe terminate than 
in the Deſtruttion of the Bopy Potitic. Nothing can demon-

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ſtrate the Abſurdity, I was going to ſay YVillainy, of Party more 
clearly, than that an honeſt Man will not, a candid Man cannot, de- 


fend any Party in all Particulars ; becauſe every Party in ſome Par- 
ticulars does Things which cannot be defended. The Civil Wars 


which overwhelmed, and at length ended in the Ruin of OLD 
Rome, firſt took their Riſe from an Eagerneſs which GREAT 
Mer ſhewed for Powter and EMeLoyMEnNTs. Hence aroſe 
PaRT1Es, ſupported by BRI BERRY and CoRRuPTION in all the 
Elections of Magiſtrates; a Practice which, if it be ſuffered to take 
Root and ſpread itſelf in any Nation, Experience of paſt Ages 
teaches us, can end only in ab/olute Monarchy ; —that Tyranny of 
ONE Man. 


If we call back to our Memories thoſe Party Diviſions in our own 
Nation only, whoſe Conteſts formerly brought even the fundamental 
Principles of our ConsTiTUT10N into Queſtion, and whoſe Exceſſes 
brought LIBER to the very Brink of Ruin, it is not unnatural to 
imagine, that the bare Reflections neceſſarily arifing to every Lover 
of his Country from ſuch fatal Incidents, might animate ſome Per- 
ſons of high Diftinftion, great Character, Abilities, and Merit, who 
have enliſted themſelves under the Banner of Party through a Lu 
for Power and Employments, to allay thoſe Heats that at preſent rage 
among them, and diſtract the Nation—to adhere to the true Ideas of 
our CONSTITUTION, and revive in the Minds of Men the Spur of 
it—to prevent the Dangers that threaten to ariſe from Coꝝ Ru TION 
to the Independency of PARLIAMENT and the Freeacm of Elections, 
—and thereby unite Men of all Denominations in Support of the 
PRINCIPLES, in Defence of the Means, and in Par ſiut of the Exps 
of the GLoRIOUs REvoLuTioN, that Foundation of the preſent 
HAPPY SET TLEMENT of the Throne, that only Support of the Super- 
ftrufure ; for upon the Principles of it the preſent Eſtabliſt ment was 
built, and upon them alone it can ſtand ſecure. Whatever ſtrengthens 
the Foundation, muſt ſtrengthen the Superſtructure, and both, co- 


operating, promote the mportant Intereſt of our CounTRy, the 
Irue 
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true Intereſt of our Royal Maſter, and the private Intereſt of every 
Individual in a FREE State: I ſay the true Intereſt of our Roya/ 
Maſter ; for a Prince, who prefers right Policy to Trick, a juſt 
Syſtem to Expedient, and the Nation to a Cabal, will engage all the 
Hearts, and employ all the Heads and Hands of hit People, govern 
with Strength, Splendor, and Security, and is ſure of riſing to 
that Summit of abſolute Power by ſaupporting LIBERTY, which 
the moſt ſucceſsful TYRANT may with for, but never can attain, by 
impoſing TYRANNY. But odious muſt be the Perſon, execrable the 
Character of that PRINCE, and wretched the State of that PeoPLE, 


where the Prince makes uſe of his Power to ſubvert, or even 
weaken, that ConsT1ITUTION, which ought to be the ſole Meaſure 


of his Government. 


I know nothing that has more employed the Pens of Writers, or 
has been more the Subject of Converſation, yet at the ſame Time 
hath been % underſtood, than the ConsT1ITUTION of ENGLAND ; 
and this, from confounding ten in Writing, and almoſt always in 
Converſation, the true Diſtinction betwixt Conſtitution and Govern- 
ment, CoxnsSTITUTION is that Rule by which our Princes ought to 
govern at all Times; GovERNMENT is that by which they af7ually 
dz govern at any particular Time. GovERNMENT is that particular 
Tenor of Conduct, which Magifrates purſue in the Adminiſtration 
of public Affairs; and ConsTITUuT1oNn the Criterion to try that 
Government, whether it be agreeable to the Rule by which the 
ProPLE ought to be governed. By the Word, ConsTiTUTION, I 
underſtand an Aſemòlage of fundamental Laws, Inſtitutions, and Cuſ- 
toms, derived from certain fixed Principles of Rr Aso, directed to 
certain fixed Objefts of PuBL1c Good, that compoſe the general Syſtem, 
according to which the COMMUNITY bath AGREED to be governed. 
By the ConsTiTUuTIoNn of ENGLAND, I underſtand ſuch an Aſſem- 
blage of fundamental Laws, Inſtitutions, and Cuſtoms, as are beſt 
ſuited to the fixed Principles of a FREE monarchial State, and have 


been agreed to and ENACTED, as the national Rule of Govern- 
ment,

ment, by the three concurring Perſons of the Kix G- the Com- 
Mons—and the Loxps; and theſe three compoſe the Bop Por 1- 
TIC; the Kix, who has the whole executive Power lodged in 
him, and is properly the Guardian and Protector of the Laus; a 
Member, but the ſupreme Member or Head of the Bopy PoLiTic ; 
—the Hous or Commons, who ſpeak the Senſe of the NaT1on 
in Parliament—and the LorDps, who are the MEDiaToRs between 
the CRown and the Pror lr. This national Rule of Government 
is comprized in MaGna CHaRTaA, the Birr or RicayTs, and 
the AcT or SETTLEMENT, ſtrengthened by ſeveral other As of 
Parliament made in conſequence of, and conſonant to, them. Of the 
firſt of which I ſhall in this Place take little Notice, as not im- 
mediately reſpecting the Purpoſe of this Preface, and ſhall confine 
my Obſervations more particularly to the BILL or RicnTs agreed 
to at the RevoLuT1oON, and afterwards confirmed by PARLIAMENT ; 
that new ERA, that new MAGNA CHARTA, by which our for- 
mer Principles of Government, Meaſures of Obedience, and Obligations 
were renewed-— ſtrengthened — and aſcertained ; PrxiNciPLEs, MEA- 
SURES of OBEDIENCE, and OBLIGAT1oNs, which we are bound, 
by all the Tres of Society, and by all the Motrves of Intereſt, to ſupport ; 
for to this ſecond MAGNA ChARTA, to theſe Principles, we ftand 
indebted for the AcT or SETTLEMENT ; an Ad which, ſtrength- 
ened by ſubſequent Statues, was made to ſecure to us thoſe Bleſſings 
which were intended, but not fulfilled, by the RevoLuT1oN, and to 
anticipate thoſe Dangers which we had fatally experienced from for- 
mer, and, therefore, juſtly apprehended from future Reigns, if we 


were not guarded againſt them. 


The avowed Defign of the RevoLuTION was *©* 79 eftabliſh the 
Peace, Honour, and Happineſs of theſe Nations upon laſting Foun- 
* dations, — and to procure a Settlement of the REL1G10N, and of the 
% LiBERTIES and PROPERTIES of the Subjects upon ſo ſure a 
« Foundation, that there might be no Danger of the Nation's relapſing 


CC into 
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ce into the LIKR MISERIES af any Time HEREAFTER.” * The prin- 
cipal End of the RevoLuTion was to ſecure us againſt all thoſe 
Dangers to which yuBL1c LiBERTY z particular had been expoſed ; 
nor was the leaſt of thoſe Dangers Cox Rur riox, that had been 
employed to create a Dependence of the two Houſes of Parliament 
on the CRown. For, unleſs the FREEDOM of ELgcTions and 
the INTEGRITY and INDEPENDENCY of Parkaments, thoſe Eſſentials 
of BriTisH LiBeRTY, that Cauſe fine gud, (as the Logicians term 
it) LiBERTY can never be ſecure, be preſerved pure and unſtained, 
our /o much boaſted Cox s TiTuT1ION would be nothing but a pompous 
Trifle ; like Eccno, Vox et. preterea nihil; a meer Rattle, ſerving 
only to amuſe the PeoPLE, as you would Children; and that in 
Matters wherein they ought not to be decerved, nor fo much as amuſed. 
PARLIAMENTS are the Guardians of LIBERTY. For THIS End 
they were inſtituted. THis is the principal Article of that great 
and noble Truſt which the callective Body of the Pror LE of Great 
BRITAIN repoſe in their Repreſentatrves. An Integrity and Inde- 
pendency, of which priuate Independency, that can be ſupported 
only by ancient Ok cox ou v, is the ffrongeſt Bukoark, as Luxury 
is the ſureſt Inſtrument of Arbitrary Power; for ſo long as that 
ſubſiſts, a FREE Nation can be neither beugt nor driven. 
But what Idea of the moſt extravagant Miſery to a Nation can we 
form equal to that, where the Prorrr, made Bubbles by being 
bribed with tbeir own Money, filched out of their Pockets by corrupt 
and corrupting M—n;—rs and by indirect Meant, chuſe their Repre- 
ſentatives for Money without any other Regard, and thoſe Repręſen- 
tatives of the People, as well as the N—B—L—TY, are reduced by 
Luxury to beg the unballuwed Alms of a CourT, and to receive, like 
miſerable Hirelings, their Wages of Iniquity ? When this happens to 
be the Caſe of any Nation, happy this Nation that it is not yet our 
Caſe !) the Corrupted runs into the Arms of the Corruptor, or per- 
haps — to raiſe the Price, meets him but half way. Can ſuch a

Might he not more properly be ſtiled the Repreſentative or Eccho of 


the Min ., whoſe Property, by ſuch ſaviſb Proſtitution, he be- 
comes. A voluntary SLAVE is ſo much the moſt dergfable of Cha- 


raters, that, one would imagine, the very Idea of it would fame 
thoſe, who have not loſt all Senſe of Shame, out of the Commiſſion of 
ſo ignominious a Crime, and make thoſe who have not loſt every 


other Senſe, tremble at the Conſequences of it. 


To prevent the ſpreading, and, if it he poſſible, to eradicate 
every Symptom of a Diſeaſe fo fatally pernicious to the Body Politic 
as CokRUr Trio, many ſalutary Remedies were preſcribed by our 
Conftizution, ſtrengthened by other ſubſequent Laws, to which the 
ſevereſt Penalties were annexed on the Breach of them. By the 


BILL or RicuTs, that ſecond MAGNA CHARTA (beyond Diſpute 


an Ad of Parliament the moſt ſolemn, made ſo by the Confirmation 
of KING, Lorps and Commons) it was declared, that Erxc- 
* TIONS OUGHT TO BE FREE.” By the 5th and 6th of W. and M. 
c. 20. F. 48, it was enacted, that no Perſon employed in the 
collecting or managing the Duties of Excise (extended by the 
** 12th and 13th of W. III. c. 10. 9. 89. to the CusToms) ſhall, 
by Weird, Meſſage, or Writing, or in any other Manner, endeavour 
** to perſuade any Elector to give, or diſſuade any Elector from giving, 
* his Vote at Elections, under the Penalty of one hundred Pounds.” — 
By a Clauſe in the Acr or SETTLEMENT it was provided, that 
no Perſon who had any Office or Place of Profit under the King, or 
received any Penfion from the Crown, ſhould be capable of fitting as 
* a Member of the Houſe of Commons.” But this laſt-recited 
Clauſe (in obedience to the Legy we ſhall ſuppoſe) for 600D 
REasons was repealed by the 6th Q. Anne, c. 7. F. 4. And by 
the ſame Act · all Perſons who after their Election into Parliament 
«« ſhall accept of any Office of Profit whatſoever under the Crown 
© (except in the Army or Navy) are declared incapable of fitting in 
«« the Houſe unleſs xe-ELECTED.” And by the 2d of his late 
Majeſty, 


Majeſty, c. 24. F. 1. it was enacted, that ** if any Perſon claim 
ing a Right to vote at any Election ſhall recerve any Money or other 
| « Reward, or ſhall agree for any Money, Gift, Office, Employment 
* or Reward, to give his Vote, or to forbear to give his Vote, ſuch 
« Offender ſhall forfeit fue hundred Pounds.” And to carry the In- 
tention of this Act the more effectually into Execution, every 
Elector, before he is admitted to poll, is required to take the 
following Oath : * I, A. B. do fwear (or being one of the People 
-| \ * called Quakers) I, A. B. do ſolemnly. affirm I have not received or 

* had—by myſelf —or any other Perſon whatſhever—im Truft for me 

* or for my Uſe or Benefift—DIRECTLY or INDIRECTL Y—any Sum

* or any PROMISE or Security for any Maney Office Emplayment— 

or Gift—# order to give my Vote at this Electian. Laws, which, 

if we conſider them theoretically, ſeem to give the greateſt Strength 

and Security to our LIBERTIES, that moſt im t and effential 

Article: for, as the Members of the Housz of Commons are the 
* Truſtees and Guardians of all we have, and of all our Poſterity, the 
Freedom and Independency of that Aſſembly is unqueſtionably the Sup- 
port of them all, the Foundation upon which the Fabric of our 
whole ConsTiTuT1oON depends. But of what Efficacy, or to what 
End, is the beſt Syſtem of Laws in the Univerſe compoſed, if they 
are as ill executed as they are wiſely framed? Goop Gops! is it 
poſſible for a Man almoſt daily to meet Coxkur r ion publicly 
ſtalking thro' every Street and Alley of a Borough — to ſee the Free- 
4 HOLDER and the ErgcTor (greater in their civil Capacity than 
the greateſt Subject of an arbitrary Prince) wallowing in Gluttony 
and Drunkenneſs, the Price of their LiBexTIEs; led in a golden 
Halter, like the Ox to the Slaughter, and, Es Au like, ſelling their 
Birth-right for Pottage — to hear of ten, ſometimes twenty thou- 
ſand Pounds ſpent at an Election in corrupting the Eleftors — to 
know, to have been perſonally offered, nay, publicly and frequent- 
ly, four thouſand Pounds to get one, and fix thouſand Pounds two 
Members returned; is it poſſible, I fay, to know all this, and at 
b 2 the 
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the ſame Time to believe that there are any Laws in being, made 


for the Reſtraint of BRI BERRY and Corruption, much leſs Laws in- 
flicting ſevere Penalties and other exemplary Puniſhments upon 
thoſe who are guilty of it? Or, if he does believe that there are 
ſuch Laws, what can he think other than that thoſe Laws, like 
the SaLus PoeuL1, that SurREMA Lex, are obſolete, or came in- 
to the World ftill-b5rn— without Lyfe, as without Energy? If the 
Laws in being have not ſufficient Potency to bridle and reſtrain 
BRISERY and CoRRUPTION, or if there are any artful Chicaneries 
or Evafions, by Means of which the End and Intention of them 
are defeated, why are not new Barriers of Law raiſed againſt ſo en- 
croaching and dangerous a Vice? White is the Powrx and Ma- 
JESTY of the PeoPLE, the ortGiNAL CoMPacT, the AuTHo- 
RITY and INDEPENDENCE of PARLIAMENT? Where are your 
boafted LIBER TIES, if ſuch an Inundation of CorRuPTION be ſuf- 
fered to break in upon and overwhelm your Laws and Cons Ir u- 
TION ? The laſt and beſt Security for the Liberties of a Prop lx 1s a 
PARLIAMENT free and independent, that Fountam, which, while it 
remains pure and untainted, will render it impoflible to corrupt the 


Streams, from whence the Health and Yigour of the ConsTITUTION 


flow. To pollute the Spring, therefore, by employing the Friends 
to the GovERNMENT againſt the ConsTiTUuT1oN, to overturn the 
Liberties of a Country by the Corruption of the Electors and Elected, is 
the ar:ful and moſt dangerous EXPEDIENT of wickeD MINISTERS. 
To pivipe and to cCoRRUPT have been ever the Part which they 
have acted on the Stage of GovERNMENT in order to accompliſh 
the Deſtruction of their CounTRyY. Notions of LIBER T are fo 
interwoven in the very Being of FREE Subjects, and the leaſt Suſ- 
picion of its being in Danger, fires the Soul to ſuch a Degree of 
generous Indignation, that he muſt be a perty PoriTician who 
attacks a PEOPLE's LiBERTIEs direftly; the Means are dangerous, 
and the Succeſs uncertain. But the iy STATESMAN diſguiſes the 
fatal Hook with the Bait of ſeeming preſent Advantage in corrupting 
the E/#cr and the Repreſentative; and thus the eaſy thoughtleſs 

Victims 
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Victims are made the Inſtruments of their own S/avery ; nor do 
they know that the Mine is laid, till the goodly Pile comes tumbling 
on their Heads. 


My Readers will, I hope, pardon me, if a juſt Regard to the 
ConsTITUTION obliges me to repeat, here, a Diſtinction which in 
ae former Part of this Preface I made betwixt CoxnsTiTUTION 
and GoveERXMENT. *© CoNsSTITUTION i the Rule by which our 
& Princes OUGHT #9 govern at ALL Times: GOVERNMENT 42s that 
&« by hich they ACTUALLY Do govern af ANY PARTICULAR Tyne. 
*© GovERNMZENT i the particular TExoR oF ConDUCT, which 
« Magi/irates PERSUE in the Adminiſtration of public Affairs: Con- 
* STITUTION 7s tbe CRITERION Zo TRY that Tenor of Conduct, 
«© qcobether it be agreeable to that Rule by which the People ouGUT to 
he governed.” A Diſtinction which has been no leſs villainomſiy 
than fallaciciſiy confounded by a mercenary Band of proſtitute Scrib- 
blers; thoſe Drummers and Trumpeters, who, like the Muſicians 
employed at a funeral Pile in the EAsT-IxDIEs *, are hired to 
drown the Groens f their expiring Country. The Object of theſe 
M:/creants is to deſtroy the ConsT1TUT1ION under the Pretence of 
pre/erving the GovERNMENT, by corrupting the Parliaments. Not 
that this Doctrine, aominable as it is in its Nature, and fernicious in 
its Effects, is confined in the Uſe of it to thoſe /zwwer Hirelings. I 
with that Truth did not give Reaſon to ſay, that I have heard it 
frequently pleaded and recommended, as a neceſſary Expedient of 
Government, by Mx, whoſe Birth, Education and Fortune aggra- 
vate their Crime and their Folly ; by Mex, whom Honour at leaſt 
ſhould reſtrain from favouring ſo d;fberourable a Cauſe. They plead 
for Corruption as neceſſary to ſtrengthen the Hands of thoſe who 


llt is a Cuſtom in the Eaſt-Indies, that, when the Huſband dies, his favourite 
Wife, as a Mark of her e:.trzme Affection for the Deceaſed, throws herſelf upon 
the ſuncral Pile, and is hurnt alive with the dead Body of her Huſband, and during 
the whole Ceremony Civers Inſtruments of Muſic are placed to prevent the Shrieks 
and Crics of tac dyinz Woman from being heard. 
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govern, and that it ſerves to ail the Wheels of Government. Cer- 
tainly, ſo abſurd a Doctrine cannot fink deep into the Minds of any 
but thoſe who deſire to be deceived. It is fo futihs et vana, (as the 
Roman Orator would have called it) that, like Oi poured upon 
Water, it can float only upon the Surface of the Mind without imcor- 
Perating; for every Man muſt reje& in Theory ſuch Cobweb-Argu- 
ments as break in the very handling of them, if every Man would 
think; and every Man muſt reje& them in Practice, if every Man 
would a# with Frecd:m. A Doctrine ſo ridiculous, as well as inigui- 
tos, that a FREEMAN will not, an honeſt Man cannat, avow it; 
a Proſtitution ſo abandoned, as well as villainous, that the loweſt 
Miſcreant of miniſterial Tools ought not to mention without Sb 
ing. Is our CoxnsT1ITUT1ON ſunk fo low, or our GOVERNMENT fo 
bad, that it cannot be upheld but by ſuch nonouRAaBLE Props as 
BRIBERY and CorRRuUPTION ? If it be not, a good Government 
cannot want Power under our preſent Conſtitution ; a bad one may, 
and it is fit it ſhould. PoruULARITY is the Expedient of ane, and 
will effectually ſupport it: nothing but Corruption can ſupport 
the other. If thir Doctrine were to prevail; if to ſupport Govern- 
ment there is a Neceſſity of Places and Penſions, or any pecuniary In- 
fluence among the Members of the Hous of Commons, if ſuch an 
Influence was to be univerſal and unlimited thro' the whole Houſe, 
the Moxarcny would be abſclute ; and our CoxnsTITUTION would 
be a Conftitution having Repreſentatives of the ProE that are en- 
gaged NoT 79 repreſent them, nor to vote and act, as they would vote 
and act, if uninfluenced by private Intereſt and corrupt Matives. 
The Form only of Government would be preſerved : the ConsT1- 
TUT10N, which is the Eſſence of Government, would be deſtroyed : 
it would be the worſt of Tyranay under the Appearance of Law. 
The Form of the FREE Government of Rome was preſerved under 
the arbitrary Government of the Emperors: there was a Senate, 
Conful, and Tribunes, which may be compared to our K—g, L—ds 
and C—mm—ns; and yet the Government under the Emperors was 
always deſþotica!, often tyrannical. Inſtances, like this, point out 
to 
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to us the glorious Land-marks for our Safety, and bid us be wiſe in 
Time, before CoRRUPT10N has made fo great a Havock among us. 
We have gone far, very far, into Corruption. MACHIAVEL tells 
us, © there is a Point of Corruption, to which no Nation can arrive 
% and recover their LIBERTIES, if they are igt, or can preſerve them 
« if they are not loft.” The ſame great Author, in his political 
Diſcouries, lays down this Poſition ; that no Government can 
long enjoy LIBERTY, unleſs it be brought back to its original 
* ft Principles.” It is the Nature of all Governments to degene- 
rate : it naturally deviates from its firſt Inſtitution, which is the 
ADVANTAGE of SOCIETY with Civil Liberty; till at laſt it attains 
ſuch a Degree of Corruption, that, in Contradiction to the original 
Inftitution by which the Prince was conſidered only as the Servant 
of the PuBLic, the PuBLic are obliged to be the Slaves of the 
PRINCE. To what Degree of Corruption our Government may 
have arrived, or how it may call to be brought back to its firſt 
Principles, I ſhall leave to others to determine. 


If my Fellow-Countrymen, the ELEcTors of GREaAT-BriTain, 
would but ſubmit to make a few common Reflections, ſuch as na- 
turally ariſe in every unprejudiced diſpaſſionate Mind, would they not 
look upon, and think worthy only to be treated, as a Madman, any 
Perſon that ſhould defire them who knew neither his Fortune, 
his Character, nor even his Perſon, to make him their Truſtee in 
the Management and Diſpoſal of their Family and Fortune ? Every 
Family is a little Government; a Repreſentatrve in Parliament is a 
Truſtee for the Repreſented : And the fame Principles that actuate a 
Man in the Management of the Concerns of a private Truſt, will go- 
vern him in that which regards the Public, with this Difference, that, 
as the Abuſe of Truſt in the ane would be more fatal in its Conſe- 
quences than in the other, in Proportion as the Power to abπ⁰ it is 
more extenſive, they ſhould be much more ſolicitous about the Choice 
of the TRusTEEs and GuaRDians of their Coxs riruriox and 
LIBERTIES, upon the Enjoyment of which all other Bleſſings in Life 

C 2 depend, 
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depend, than of thoſe of a more private and Jeſs conſequential Con- 
cera. They would conſider that, to return the boni et logos Hemmer 
Dr VIcIRREro to Parliament, as well as upon Furics, would alii:ze re- 
dound to their Honour and their Intereſt : To their Hour, as tie: 

would thereby ſhew, that they preferred real and ſubſtantial to tran- 
fitory and pecuniary Motives ; and that they diſdained to el tirir 
Country, and make themſelves the Inſtruments of their own Ruin: 
To their IJntereſt, as their Countrymen, their Acquarntance, perh 1s, 
their Relations, governed by the fame provincial Laws, in the ne 
Intereſts, and of the ſame Connexions, would be more capable, as Well 
as znclined, to promote their commerical and other Welfare, th in 
STRANGERS, Whoſe Faces they never faw before the Election, and 
may probably never ſee again till the Determination of Seven Years. 
They would reflect, that a friennial or ſeptennial Boon, as ill-/pent as 
it is z/{-gotten, makes no Amends for the Loſs of Liberty, Credit and 


Reputation, which are the Support of Commerce, and the greateſt Com- 


fort to an honeſt Mind. That Men, no leſs profiitute than them- 
felves, who had bo:ght them, as they would Cattle in a Market, at 
the Price of three, /ix, and ſometimes fen Thous AND Pounds, would 
think that they had an equal Right to /e// them again, and had 13 
other End in purchaſing them : That their Corruption is the 
Cauſe of their Poverty, more than their Poverty is the Cauſe cf their 
Corruption : And that Hi7:ry gives no Example of any Nation 
that ever regained their Liborties, when they had tamely conſcuted 
to the Loſs of them, or zfamsu/y ſold them for the preſent Supply of 
their Luxury and Vice: But their unhappy Poſterity for ever groan- 


ed under the Inheritance of Slavery, delivered down to them by their 
Forefathers. 


How far an Election can be juſtly deemed Frer and agreeable to 
the Spirit of the Conſtitution, where the Eleclors are influenced by 
thc Threats, Gifts, Premſes, or other Interpoſition of Ps, that 
ſeparate and third Part of the Bady-Politic, intended by the Con- 
STITUT10N as Mediators between the CRown and the ProE in 


Parliament, 
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Parliament, I ſhall chuſe rather to refer my Coufitrymen, for a 
Satisfaction therein, to the Journals of the Heu of Commons, than 
pretend to determine. Much leſs will I preſume to compare (as 
I have heard often compared) this Interpofition of P—rs in the 


 Eleftions of Repreſentatives of the Prorrx, and their Views there- 


in, to the Interpoſition of the ambritzous GREAT in Old Roms at 
the Election of Trx1BUNEs, whoſe Views were palpably dire&- 
ed to the ſecuring of the Votet and Intereft of the TRIBZuxxs, 
when elkcted, in the Execution of their P--xR--c--D-L Schemes, 
the Conſequence of which Rome ſeverely felt: For (as Ciczro 
tells us ) a long Experience had ſhewn, that the Tzxinunes 
« had always been the Tools of all the Ambitious, who had any 
« Peſigns of advancing themſelves above the Laus; for, by corrupt- 
* ing ane or more of the Tx1BUNEs, which they were ſure there- 
t by to effect, (at the worſt) by paying them to their full Price, 
* they could either obtain from the Pro LE whatever they want- 
* ed, or obſtruct, at leaſt, whatever ſhould be attempted againſt 
« them.” The Conſequence of which, were not GREAT-BRI- 
TAIN honoured with P—Rrs as noble in Principle as they are in 
Blood, every boni Man would dread, every Lover of his Country 
would tremble to think of, and every wiſe Man would, tots Viribus, 
labour to prevent : For (were this ever to be the Fate of this Na- 
tion —(avert it, Heaven!) we might ſoon be an ARIS TOCRATI- 
CAL, with the Name only of a free Monarcniar, State. But this I 
will preſume to aſſert, that by Stat. Weſtm. 1, 3, Ed. I. c. 5. (an 
Act made long before Bx1BERY and Cox Rur T ION had found out 
the Art of tainting the FREEDoM of ErtcTions, and the Ix DR-· 
PENDENCY of PARLIAMENT) it is enacted, that, No Great Man, 

by Force of Threats, ſhall diſturb any free E.eEcT1iOoN to be made, up- 
on great Forfeiture, every Elector would, within himſelf, ſeri- 
ouſly reflect, that he is guilty of the greateſt Crime Human Nature 
is capable of, if he be any «ways acceſſury to the inflaving his Coun- 
try. Though he has but ane Vote, many Units make a Number. If

d every 
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every EleQor ſhould join the Stream of Corruption, by means of 
reaſoning with hamſelf, that be has but one Vote, and of what 
Weight will one Vote be to carry an Election, where there are, 
« perhaps, Hundreds,” what muſt become of the Whole? A Law 
of great Conſequence, and the Eleftion of a Member who voteth 
for that Law, may be both carried by one Vote. Great and im- 
portant Services for the Liberties of a Country have been done by 
ordinary Men. I have read that the Inſtitution of the Tribunes, or 
the whole Power of the Commons, in Rome, was owing to a Word F243 


ſpoke in Seaſon by a common Man. 


To Vov, my FELLow-CouNTRYMEN 27 general, I now addreſs 
myſelf: If you are FREE, dare to THINK and ACT e FRECMEN | 
like Men who deſerve to be FREE. Be not dj/finguiſhed out of your 
ConsTITUTI1ON, nor ſuffer your LiBERTIEs to be explained away 
by pretended Frieads of the GovERNMENT, and real Enemies of the 
ConsT1TUT1oON ! If any Symptoms appear, which ſhew that the 
Paiſan of CoRRuPTiON hath made any Progreſs in tainting the 
Morals of the People, and reſtraining the FREEDOM or ELECTIONS, 
let this Progreſs be checked in Time by a Spirit becoming ExnGL1sn- 
MEN; and, before the Diſeaſe becomes incurable, let the Power of 
Foiſaning be taken from theſe Empirics, theſe political Quack- Dottors, 
the LicexciaTEs of Drsroris u, who diſpenſe their Qrackeriecs in

Not that this Doctrine is confined to the Converſation of Coffee-bouſes, 
the Preſs too groans under the Weight of the Labours of fuch PAR- 
RICIDAL Scribblers. You have (I am fully perſuaded) a much 
higher Idea than ſuch mercenary Tools can have, of the many emi- 
nent and tranſcendent Virtues of our Royal Maſter, that BEST oF 
KINGS, and of the juſt Senſe he entertains of the Obligations which 
be and his Family have to the Britiſh Nation, by whom they were 
made Nings; and, conſequently, that he aims not at greater Power 
than is conſiſtent with the ConsTiTUuUT1oN they were truſted to 
preſerve, and obliged to ſecure. But, though his preſent Majeſty emu- 
lates—did I fay emulates?—I would have faid ſurpaſſes, in heroic Vir- 
tues, his immortal Predeceſſor our GREAT DELIVERER, Ning WII 
LIAM, you are not ſure, that a TiTus will ſucceed every VESPA“ 
SIAN; and though it may not, CANNOT happen that fo diſmal an 
Effect as Tyranny ſhould, in this Reign, attend ſuch a complaiſant 
Surrender of your LiBERT1rs, yet (as I have before obſerved) 
Hiſtory does not afford one Inſtance where a Nation has once given 
up their Liberties, and ever recovered them again ; it is, therefore, 
a Duty which you owe to your CounTRY, to you CHILDREN, 
and your PoSTERITY, to guard 2gainſt a NERO in a future Reign.

This will be the Means 
of eſtabliſhing the Throne—not on the tottering Foundation of 
C—xT CRAFT, or B—TE—v and GR—LL—N wunconſt—t—t—nal 
Expedients, but on the PoruLARITY of the Pxix cx, and the ur- 
VERSAL AFFECTION of his SUBJECTs : Whereas, to foment, inſtead 
of healing, national Diviſions ; to div], inſtead of uniting the Heads, 
| Hearts, and Hands of a FREE PeoPLE ; to debauch and corrupt, in- 
ſtead of reclaiming and improving, their Morals, are ExeEDienTs 
by which any Prince who perſues them may riſque, if not in the 
End %%, that Power he has, for a Power he does not want. 


Theſe are the Principles of an Od Writs ; this the Dofrine 
of a True Engliſhman, who is void of all Ambition, but the Am- 
bition of an honeſt Fame ; and whoſe only End is to ſecure, to for- 
tify, to perpetuate our excellent Syſtem of GovERNMENT, the moſt 
perfect Syſtem of Government in the Univerſe Reflections, ſuch as 
ariſe from the Nature of our ConsTITUT1ON, the Principles of Li- 
BERTY, and the Precedents of FREE States. 


The AuTHoR is not unaware, that there are Perſons who may 
poſlibly dignify him with the Reproach of Faction, and the Title of 
Incendiary : But thoſe are Honours, by which every true Friend of 
his Country, who has had the ſame honeft Intentions as himſelf, has 
been before fo often diftinguiſhed, that theſe generous Eulogi/ts will 
excuſe him, if he ſhould conſider their Preſents only as the Common- 
place Compliments of Hireling Scribblers, who write that they may 
rut, and themſelves as Objects worthy only of a cantemptuous Silence. 
If the Author has preſſed his Arguments with a more than com- 
mon Degree of Warmth, he hopes that it will be thought at 
leaſt pardonable, as it was a Warm}: that aroſe in the Manligſt, the

The Laws of 
his Country are his Protection, as, were he guilty, it would be his 
Puniſhment : And, whilit a Spark of Britiſh Spirit remains in a

of EnGLisn LIBERTY. And, whoever ſhall attempt to Drcv- 
PHER the Author's Defire of ding Good into a petulant Humour 
for doinG Miscnier, or into the Effet of Paſſion or Diſap- 
pointment, muſt expect to be treated by him as deſerving Con- 
tempt only, not Notice. 


Having ſaid ſo much in regard to the Preface, it may be ex- 
pected that the Author ſhould ſay ſomething with reſpe& to the

than as the Inſtrument of perſonal Invective or Reſentment. Leſt 
any one ſhould be fo ei as to engroſs an Application of any 
particular Character to 4imſe/f, the Author, conſcious of no perſonal 
Malevolence to any great Perſon in particular, declares that he 
knows not even the Perſon of any one Member of the preſent or 
late Adminiſtration. The perſonal Reſentment which poſſibly he 
may be thought to bear to one great Man for perſonal Injuries, has 
no Share in his Satire. On the contrary, he makes great Allow- 
ances for the Errors into which the Rage of Party lead many Men ; 
and cannot ſuffer himſelf to believe but that the Injuries done, or 
intended to be done, to the Author, were the Reſult rather of the 
Heat of Party, than of any Diſpoſition perſonally to prejudice a Man 
whom he never ſaw, and who had never ſeen him, fo as perſonally 
to know each other.
